Field-Marshal  von  Hlndenburg's  pre- 
diction on  his  return  from  Austrian 
headquarters  that  Germany's  enemies 
would  be  forced  to  make  peace  in  the 
not  too  distant  future  If  the  Germans 
held  their  cround  until  the  submarines 
had  done  their  v7ork  received  a  promrt 
and  convincing  reply  today  in  tht 
weekly  flgurea  of  sinkings  of  vesMel*. 
The  totals  were  the  smallest  In  sev- 
eral weelts.  The  conclusion  has  been 
reached  that  It  Is  impossible  for  the 
enemy  submarines  to  maintain  any 
average  of  sinkings  which  would  have 
an  appreciable  effect  on  the  overseas 
enramunications   of   the   Allies. 

Hlndenburg's  boasting  profiounce- 
ment  was  Issued  with  a  view  to  bolster- 
ing up  Qerman  sentiment,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  Admiralty.  The  phrase,  "if  we 
hold  our  ground  until  the  submarine 
war  has  done  Its  work,"  has  a  pleasant 
sounu  to  the  British  nltval  ear,  for  the 
navy  U  now  Armly  convinced  that  the 
•ubnarine    war    has    xailed.

Airplanes  and  dirigible  patrols  In  the 
Channel  are  proving  highly  effective, 
and  a  U-boat  once  sighted  by  a  dirigible 
has  small   chance  of   getting  away. 

In  waters  further  afleld  one  of  the 
best  evidences  of  the  success  of  the  At- 
lantic patrol  was  the  safe  arrival  of 
the  American  transports  at  a  French 
port.

Til  COME  TODAT 


Division  on  IVIilitary  Service 
Bill  Is  Expected  by  Late 
HourTonight— Ten  Members 
Heard  Yesterday 


OTTAWA.  July  4.— When  the  Heune 
of  Commons  adjourned  tonight  the  de- 
bs[to  on  the  second  reading  of  tlie  Mili- 
tary Service  Bill  was  nearing  its  close. 
Ten  speakers  had  been  heard  from  dur- 
ing the  day.  leaving  a  like  number  to 
speak  tomorrow.  The  prospects  are 
that  the  voting  will  take  place  at  a 
fairly   late  hour   tomorrow   evening. 

The  longest  speech  of  the  day  was  de- 
livered by  E.  M.  Macdonald,  of  Plctou, 
N.S..  who  In  a  two-hour  effort  spoke  in 
support  of  the  referendum  amendment 
and  asserted  that  the  Government,  in 
Introducing  the  bill,  was  playing  at 
politics.  He  claimed  that  the  present 
situation  in  the  Dominion  was  due  en- 
tirely to  the  Government,  and  that  if 
voluntary  enlistment  had  been  glvan  a 
fair  trial,  free  from  political  influences, 
conscription  would  not  have  been  neces- 
sary. Mr.  Macdonald  made  a  passing 
reference  to  Dr.  Michael  Clark,  stating 
that  the  member  for  Red  Deer  had 
shown  signs  of  hysteria  both  at  the 
present  and  previous  sessions. 

Support  for  the  bill  came  from  Clar- 
ence Jameson  ^Conservative),  of  DIgby. 
N.8..  W.  8.  Loggle  (Liberal),  of  North- 
uraborland.  N.B.,  and  Jas.  Morr1|,  of 
Chateauguay  (Conservative).  The  lat- 
tor,  who  represents  a  constituency 
which  is  largely  French,  frankly  con- 
fessed to  the  House  that  he  was  be- 
tween the  devil  and  the  deep  aea.  He 
had  decided  to  vote  for  the  bill,  how- 
ever, and  would  abide  by  the  conso- 
qusnces. 

W.  S.  Loggie  read  a  letter  from  one 
of  three  sons  In  the  trenches,  in  which 
the  SOD  said: 

"What  is  this  news  rogarding  con- 
scription? I  am  strong  for  conscrip- 
tion myself.  What  does  father  think 
of  Itf 

He  argued  that  conscription  Is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  bring  support  to  ttao 
men  la  the  tranchos. 

J.  A.  Dcseartea,  Conservative  member 
for  Jacques  Cartler,  announced  that  he 
would  vote  for  the  six  months'  holat, 
for  the  referendum  and  against  tha  bill. 
J.  J.  Hughes.  A.  A.  Mondou,  D.  A.  La- 
fortnno  and  Levi  Thompson,  of  Qn'Ap- 
pells,  favored  the  referendum,  as  also 
did  L.  J.  Paplneau,  of  Beauhamois.  Mr. 
Thompson  will  vote  for  the  bill  if  the 
referendum  Is  defeated,  but  he  declared 
that  ths  Government  ahould  trust  ths 
psoplSL

OF  EI^EMY  SPREADS 


Result  of  Growing  Superiority 
of  Allies  on  Various  Lines — 
Flowers  in  Former  "No 
IVIan's  Land" 


CANADIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRA.VCE.  July  4.— (By  The  Canadian 
Overseas  Correspondent.) — The  enemy 
raided  one  of  our  advanced  posts  in  the 
flooded  area  to  the  south  of  the  Souchei 
River  laiit  night,  inflicting  a  few  cas- 
ualties among  the  defenders.  Our  ar- 
tillery fire  was  promptly  let  loose  upon 
the  raiders,  causing  a  hurried  retreat. 

Klsewhere  in  the  region  occupied  by 
the  Canadian  corps  the  artillery  activ- 
ity has  become  somewhat  spasmodic.  At 
tlmas,   howaver,  it  is  extremely  vlolentr 


reaching  drum  fire  intensity.  It  has 
been  noted  that  the  enemy  tires  of  this 
activity  more  quickly  than  do  our  gun- 
ners, and  that  after  these  outbursts  his 
fire   sinks   to  subnormal   proportions. 


In  the  important  mining  centres  of 
Lena  and  Lievin.  In  the  Canadian  sone, 
It  is  doubtful  whether  there  Is  a  single 
undamaged  house  to  be  found.  In  Lie* 
vin  the  contrast  between  the  houses  and 
the  grounds  surrounding  them  Is  start- 
ling. Near  the  Bois  de  Rlaumont  yes- 
terday the  correspondent  saw  a  garden 
— behind  a  mansion  torn  to  tatters  by 
shells  from  both  armies — In  which  roses 
•till  bloomed  profusely,  overcoming 
with  their  perfume  the  tainted  atmos- 
phere of  the  adjacent  battlefields.  Not 
only  were  the  shrubs  and  flowers  unin- 
jured, but  strawberries,  raspberries  and 
red  currants  which  had  matured  in  this 
deserted  garden,  which  was  until  re- 
cently out  In  No  Man's  Land,  were  to 
be  had  for  the  picking.  A  week  ago  no 
one  could  have  gathered  the  fruit  with- 
out risking  his  life.|  The  enemy  front 
line  was  then  only  a  few  yards  to  one 
side  of  the  garden,  and  one  of  our  own 
outposts  was  a  few  yards  on  the  other 
side. 

KVsn  many  miners'  cottages,  smashed 
beyond  recognition  tuider  the  shell  fire, 
may  be  still  IdODtlilod  by  familiar  flow- 
ers   surrotindlnS    them. 

As  a  result  of  our  recent  advances, 
and  despite  the  derman  conter-strokes. 
No  Man's  Land  Is  now  moved  almost  a 
thousand  yards  nearer  the  centre  of 
Lena  than  it  was  a  week  ago  on  the 
Lievin  sector. 

In  view  of  the  renewal  of  the  strug- 
gle on  the  Russian  front,  it  is  Inter- 
esting to  note  that  among  the  German 
units  facing  the  Canadians  there  has 
been  Identified  one  regiment  which  had 
been  sent  to  the  Russian  front  several 
months  ago  because  it  had  failed  to 
stand  up  under  the  British  gun  fire  at 
the  battle  of  Arraa.  After  a  course  of 
training  on  the  East  front,  it  has  been 
sen   back   here  to  redeem   its  reputation. 

Kxaminatlon  of  the  now  easily  appar- 
ent rapid  deterioration  in  the  morale  of 
the  German  armies  convinces  one  that 
the  demoralization  that  is  to  be  seen  in 
many  cases  among  the  X'utons  Is  be- 
coming more  and  more  widespread  in 
their  ranks.  It  Is  not  a  decrease  of 
German  efBciency  so  much  as  a  tremen- 
dous Increase  In  that  of  the  Allies— one 
of  jhe  arms  of  the  service  especially — 
In  the  use  of  the  artillery  and  In  ths 
tioe  of  aircraft  dnd  gas.  That  has  af- 
fected the  rsHult  la  the  field  of  opera- 
tions. Scarcely  lees  Important  as  alt 
element  in  the  sittiaion  as  concerns  ths 
German  morale  is  the  feeling  that  is 
spreading  among  all  ranks  of  the  en- 
emy that  victory  Is  no  longer  possible, 
and  that  Germany's  dream  of  world 
power   cannot   be   realised.  "

Number  of  Prisoners  and  Guns 
Captured  in  New  Offensive 
Mounts  Up — Vienna  Report 
Makes  Admission 


PETROORAD,  July  4. — In  the  fight- 
Ing  of  Sunday  and  Monday  800  offloers, 
18.000  men,  29  guns  and  33  machine 
guns  were  captured  by  the  Russians, 
the  War  Offlce  announced  today.  The 
statement  reads: 

"In  the  direction  of  Kovel,  Volhynla, 
there   was    artillery    firing.

The  artillery  fighting  contin- 
ues very  spirited  In  this  region. 

"Belgian  communication — There  was 
slight  activity  on  the  part  of  the  en- 
emy artillery  in  the  sector  of  Steen- 
etraete  and  Ilet  fas.  In  the  region  of 
Pypegaale  Intense  artillery  duels  oc- 
curred. Last  evening  an  enemy  air- 
plane was  brought  down  in  an  aerial 
fight  by  one  of  our  machines  and  fell 
within  the  enemy  lines  near  Pixmude." 

Extremely  violent  fighting  was  in 
progress  all  through  the  night,  on  the 
Aisne  front,  resulting  In  the  routing 
of  the  attacking  troops  with  very  heavy 
losses,  the  War  Offlce  announced  this 
afternoon.

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Sentiment  of  Irish  Canadians 
as  Set  Forth  by  Lieut.-Col. 
Trihey — History  of  Rangers' 
Regiment 


NEW  YORK.  July  4.— Lleut.-Col. 
Henry  J.  Trihey,  of  Montreal,  who  com- 
manded the  now  disbanded  regiment  of 
"Irish  Canadian  Rangers"  has  made  the 
/ollowlng  statement  over  his  signature 
to  The  New  York  Post: 

"With  regard  to  the  attitude  of  Irish- 
Canadians  towards  conscription  allow 
me  to  say:  Irish  Canadhins,  always 
deeply  Interested  In  the  welfare  of  Ire- 
land, have  never  yet  allowed  that  In- 
terest to  Interfere  with  their  duty  to 
Canada.     They   are   Canadians. 

"On  the  outbreak  of  the  war  and  at 
th*  flrst  call  for  volunters,  Irlnh-Can- 
adlans  came  forward,  and  continued  vol- 
untarily to  respond  as  Canada  made 
further  calls,  until  scores  of  thou- 
wuids  of  Irish  Canadians  had  gone 
overseas,  diffused  among  the  various 
Canadian   units." 

Col.  Trihey  then  deals  with  the  be- 
ginning of  the  movement  for  encourag- 
ItiK  the  formation  of  units  of  Canadian 
nationality  representing  the  different 
bodies  of  opinion  in  the  Dominion  for 
military  service  overseas  and  of  his  re- 
ceiving authority  to  raise  the  Irish 
Canadian   Rangers. 

"In  February,  1916,  the  organlzlnir 
of  the  Irish  Canadian  Ransers  was  be- 
gun," he  writes.  "The  flrst  poster  Is- 
sued bore  the  legend  'Small  nations 
must  be  free."  The  particular  appeal  was 
to  those  who  desired  to  share  in  the  honor 
of  representing,  in  this  unit,  Irish  Can- 
adian loyalty  to  Canada,  at  the  front, 
fighting  for  the  principle  proclaimed  on 
the   poster. 

"Two  members  of  Sir  Robert  Borden's 
Cabinet— one  the  Minister  of  MiTltIa— 
from  platforms  In  the  city  of  Montreal, 
stated  that  the  Oovernment  of  Canada 
pledged  Itself  that  the  Irish  Canadian 
Rangers  would  go  to  France  as  a  unit 
representing  Irish  Canadians.  .  .  . 
Replying  to  this  pledge  and  animated 
by  loyalty  to  Canada,  Irish  Canadians 
volunteered  despite  the  aftermath  of 
the  Irish  rebellion  of  Easter,  1916." 
Dlabaadmaat  of  Bsffliamit 

The  colonel  then  states  that  after  ar- 
rival of  the  regiment,  fully  organized, 
in  England  on  December  26,  1916,  he 
learned  on  January  3,  1917,  that  the 
disbandment  of^  the  regiment  had  been 
oflflcially  decreed  in  England,  but  it 
was  the  "intention  of  the  English  Gov- 
ernment flrst  to  send  the  Irish  Can- 
adian Rangers  to  parade  through  Ira- 
land." 

"On  conflrmlng  this,"  he  writes,  "I 
tendered  my  resignation  as  officer  com- 
manding and  returned  to  Canada.  All 
efforts  from  Canada  were  unavailing; 
the  parade  through  Ireland  occurred 
and  the  regiment  was  disbanded  on 
May  28,  1917.  The  disbanded  men  were 
scattered  among  English  Canadian  reg- 
iments. Not  one  of  the  Irish  Canadian 
officers,  not  even  our  Catholic  chaplain, 
was  sent  with  the  men.  The  officers 
were  not  used;  they  were  simply  Ig- 
nored." 

After  writing  of  the  situation  In  Ire- 
land as  the  Irish  Canadian  now  sees 
It,  Col.   Trihey   concludes: 

"Ho  (the  Irish  Canadian)  wonders 
where  Canadians  now  may  best  main- 
tain the  war  purpose  vital  to  Canada — 
small   nations  must  be   free. 

"If  conscription  becomes  law,  of 
course,  Irish  Canadians  will  loyally  ob- 
serve the  law,  for  they  are  Canadians." 
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Two  Attacks  on  Supply  Ships 
of_Expeditionary  Force  Frus- 
trated— At  Least  One  Sub- 
marine Destroyed 


WASHINGTON,  July  4.— An  air  of 
elation  pervaded  administration  circles 
today  over  the  safe  arrival  In  I^^ance 
of  the  flrst  American  overseas  exitedi- 
tionary  force  after  a  voyage  in  which 
German  submarine  attacks  were  twice 
repelled  with  the  loss  of  at  least  one 
of  the  undersea  raiders.  The  /ort-es 
landed  intact  at  a  French  port  with- 
out the  loss  of  a  man,  ship  or  animal. 

The  flrst  encounter  on  the  night  of 
June  22  was  a  complete  victory  for 
the  convoying  destroyers,  whose  ac- 
curate gunflre  directed  on  the  enemy 
submarines  as  revealed  by  the  rays 
of  searchliglits  speedily  routed  the  at- 
tacking forces.  American  gunnery  told 
effectively  in  the  hecond  sklrmiuh  a 
few  days  later.  A  protective  screen  of 
destroyers  thrown  around  the  troop- 
fhips  lield  the  raiders  at  a  safe  dis- 
tance, and  the  presence  of  oil  and 
wreckage  on  the  surface  of  the  sea 
after  the  battle  Infllcaterl  the  dentruc- 
tlon   of   one   and    probably    more   of    the 

U-boats. 

• 

Both  attacks  were  made  far  out  on 
the  Atlantic  1)ey()nil  the  ordinary 
rangie  of  submarines.  This  is  taken 
to  indicate  that  the  fJerman  Admiralty 
had  been  furnished  with  information 
concerning  the  precise  route  to  be 
taken  by  the  American  contingent. 
Every  effort  Is  being  made  to  run  down 
the  spies  who  are  believed  to  have  fur- 
nished  the  information.

Appointment  of  Investigating 
Commissions  Tal<en  to  IVIean 
Coming  Monopoly  tiy  Gov- 
ernment in  Britain 


NKW  YORK,  July  4.— A  London  cable 
to  The  New  York  Sun  dated  Tuesday, 
says: 

"The  Government  clearly  showed  its 
hand  yes^erdayi  and  indicated  a  dispo- 
sition to  establish  a  Government  mo:i- 
opoly  of  liquor  traffic  and  manufacture 
by  appointing  commissions  to  Investi- 
gate and  report  on  the  subject. 

"The  instructions  to  the  commissions, 
onc'  each  for  Ireland,  Scotland,  England, 
and  Wales,  say;  'The  Oovernment  being 
of  the  opinion  that  It  may  be  necessary 
shortly,  (ts  an  urgent  war  measure,  to 
assume  control  of  the  supply  and  manu- 
facture of  intoxicating  liquors  during 
the  war  and  demobilisation  after  the 
war,  and  as  such  control  Involves  the 
purchase  after  the  war  of  the  Interests 
Involved,  you  are  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  a  commission  to  inquire  and  re- 
port on  the  terms  upon  which  the  in- 
terests should  be  acquired  and  the  fi- 
nancial arrangements  which  should  be 
made.' 

"The  announcement  of  such  ti  pro- 
gramme is  especially  dfSappointlng  to 
the  liquor  Interests,  which  until  the  last 
hoped  that  the  Government  might  oe 
satisfied  to  assume  control  during  the 
war  and  then  restore  old  conditions.  In- 
stead,  the  Government  commits  itself 
to  immediate  control  and  purchase  after 
the  war,  which,  if  carried  out,  would  end 
the  hope  of  re-establishing  the  liquor 
industry  as  an   Independent  affair. 

"The  general  belief  is  that  such  a 
programme  would  open  the  way  for  a 
temperance  agitation  which  would 
shortly  make  the  kingdom  dry,  for  as 
soon  as  the  Government  assumes  con- 
trol of  the  business  it  would  be  Impos- 
sible for  It  to  employ  great  sums  of 
rnoney  In  politics  and  propaganda,  as 
heretofore."

ATHENS,  July  3,  via  London,  July  4. 
This  morning  the  field  marshal,  troops, 
and  officers  in  Athens  took  the  oath  of 
fidelity,  thereafter  marching  past  Veni- 
zelos. It  was  the  climax  of  the  extra- 
ordinary thr%e  weeks  which  marked  the 
end  of  the  devil's  pact  between  Germany 
and  the  ex-king,  first  manifested  when 
the  military  soul  of  Greece  was  sold 
at   Fort   Roupel. 

The  moment  he  came  on  the  parad- 
ing ground  Venizelos  was  surrounded  by 
a  cheering  crowd.  Many  of  his  closest 
friends  wished  that  §  he  should  take 
police  precautions  against  the  risk  ot 
assassination,  but  he  never  cared  for 
any  course  but  to  trust  himself  to  the 
pecple  and  go  fearlessly  among  the 
crowds.  Cretans  from  the  front  wors 
cheered   like   heroes. 

The  first  telegram  of  congratulation 
received  from  Venizelos  from  a  foreign 
state  comes  appropriately  from  M.  Pa- 
chitch.  the.  Serbian  Minister  for  For- 
eign Affair^  It  reads: 

"The  news  that  your  young  monarch 
has  confided  to  you  the  direction  of  the 
country  was  hailed  with  tlie  greatest  joy 
b>  the  whole  Serbian  nation.  In  this 
important  evertt,  which  surely  opens  a 
ni  w  era  in  all  Hellenic  nations,  the 
Serbian  people  perceive  definite  vic- 
tory for  the  healthy  ideals  of  democ- 
rncy  and  Justice  of  which  you  are  the 
greatest  champion.  The  Serbian  people, 
who  have  sacrificed  so  much  for  the 
victory  of  the  same  ideals,  hall  in  your 
Person  the  defender  of  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  nationality  and  sanctity  of  in- 
j^ernatlonal  conventions  as  well  an  an 
liminent  statesmi-xn  who  has  always  been 
aware  of  the  great  community  of  in- 
terests of  the  Greek  and  Serbian  na- 
tions. 

We  perceive  In  this  conception  of  the 
community  of  Oreco-Serh  interests  n 
supreme  guarantee  of  peso*  and  pros- 
perity for  the  ill-starred  Balkan  peo- 
ples, who  have  so  much  suffered  from 
the  discord  and  bloodshed  In  conflicts 
between  them  fomented  purp<lsely  by 
their  rapacious  northern  neighbor  ever 
since  he  encouraged  the  traitorous  and 
faithless  Bulgaria."

Post's  I'etrograd  correspondent,  des- 
cribing the  scene  of  the  main  nghting 
in  Oallcia.  nays  the  enemy  had  strongly 
posted  triple  linen,  of  permanent 
trenches  in  the  hills  between  whlcn 
flows  the  Kinich,  a  stream  12  miles 
northeast  of  Brzezany.  The  Russians, 
with  a  force  of  artillery  exceeding  any- 
thing yet  used  on  the  Russian  sida, 
smashed  great  fields  of  wire  woric  after 
two  days  of  bombardment  and  cleared 
the    path    for    the   stormers. 

Considerable  precautions  had  been 
talcen  to  assemble  regiments  of  infan- 
try upon  whom  more  or  leas  reliance 
could  be  placed,  although  until  put  to 
the  test  even  their  own  oflloem  could 
not  pretend  to  know  what  would  hap- 
pen. 

The  trial  proved,  whatever  may  '  be 
the  case  in  the  rear,  that  there  at  the 
front  are  men  worthy  of  Russia's  great 
name. 

The  losses  have  been  heavy,  which  In 
in  accordance  with  Russian  tradition, 
the  Russian  armies  holding  the  world's 
lecords  for  ability  to  suffer  without 
lo-King   military  nuallties.

RACE  WAR  IN  LONDON 


White     .Men.     Inreosed     by     lafalnathtn     ef 

HUlr    Ulrln,    Make    Attark    on    House*

NEW  YORK,  July  4.— A  London 
cable  published  in  The  World  reports 
developments  in  the  West  Ham  pollcp 
court  on  Monday,  as  showing  that  ther.^ 
has  been  rioting  in  I/ondon  between 
r.ngroes  and  incensed  white  men. 

"In  consequence  of  the  infatuation 
of  white  girls  for  black  men  in  this 
district,  some  of  the  inhiibitants  are 
Krtatly  incensed  against  colored  men," 
The  World's  London  correspondent 
quoted  a  police  officer  as  testifying  oti 
Monday  in  the  West  Ham  police  court. 
The  officer,  according  to  the  dispatch, 
added: 

"0<^*aatui;day  night  a  gang  of  youths 
attacked  a  numl)er  of  houses  on  the 
Victoria  Dock  Road,  where  black  men 
lived.  Windows  were  broken,  and  the 
colored  people  came  Into  the  streets 
with    knives   and    forks,   and   one   had    a  ' 


revolver.  Missiles  were  thrown  by  the 
j;ngllsh  lulls,  and  great  damage  waa 
dene. 

"iJisfurhnnceH  hiHtud  until  Sunday 
evening,  when  si  larnc  force  of  poliro 
was  driifled  Into  the  neighborhood.  A 
«rowd  of  atHjut  1,000  pe<jple  had  then

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There  la  one  German  who  does  not 
believe  the  submaHne  will  P»ove  Kng- 
lands  undoing.  That  is  Admiral  von 
Tirpltz.  the  creator  of  the  German 
Navy,  who  early  1»  February  made  the 
'statement  that  the  unrestricted  use  of 
the  U-boat  came  a  year  too  late. 
Schoolmasters  In  Germany  in  March 
last,  openly  told  their  classes  that  the 
new  submarine  whs  their  country's  last 
card.  Von  Hin.lenburg.  whose  >  sreat 
mnuence  is  Bald  to  have  been  respon- 
slble  for  an  open  season  at  sea.  realixes 
by  now  that  no  hopes  of  a  German 
victory  can  be  based  on  the  attempted 
destruction  of  the  worlds  merchant 
marine.  The  campaign  Is  Inflicting 
hardships  on  BrlUin  and  other  Allied 
countries,  as  well  as  on  .Neutral-,  .nd 
It  will  continue  to  have  this  effect 
until  the  end  of  the  war.  but  we  are 
inclined  to  the  belief  that  German  ef- 
forts In  this  direction  have  reached 
and  passed  their  limit,  and  that,  here- 
after, the  measures  Uken  to  cope  with 
the  menace  and  to  replace  the  tonnage 
destroyed,  will  make  themselves  felt 
more  and    more. 

Perhaps  It  Is  the  realization  of  the 
hopelessness  of  this  campaign  as  a 
harbinger  of  victory  that  has  led  Oer- 
many  to  embark  on  a  series  of  air 
D-alda  on  England.  German  military 
leaders  have  never  been  ablfc  to  dis- 
abuse their  minds  of  the  belief  that  it 
Is  possible  to  frighten  the  British. 
That  has  been  the  policy  throughout 
the  war.  ever  since  the  days  when  the 
'•contemptible  little  army"  refused  to  be 
beaten.  It  was  the  policy  which  dic- 
tated the  gas  attacks  at  Langemarck, 
the  sinking  of  the  Lusitanla,  the  zep- 
pelln  raids,  the  murders  of  Nurse 
Cavell  and  Captain  i'ryatt  and  the  un- 
restricted submarlna  warfare.  That 
Idea  has  been  behind  the  repeated  at- 
tacks on  London  In  wWch  the  crowning 
infamy  was  the  killing  and  *maiming 
of  many  little  children  at  a  County 
Council  Infants'  school  on  June  13  last. 
Germany  could  not  have  carrletf-out  a 
series  of  crimes  more  calculated  to 
steel  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  Bri- 
tain to  put  forth  their  utmost  strength 
to  Insure  victory.  The  happenings  de- 
vised for  the  purpose  of  intimidation 
constituted  one  of  the  enemy's  «yown- 
ing  blunders  of   the  war. 

One   by   one   the   dreams   of  Teutonic 
■world  dwninatlon   have   vanlslied.     Ger- 
many's Immense  mlliUry  striking  power 
which  carried  hoi    almost  to  the  thres- 
hold of     Paris     was     arrested     on   the 
IMarne.     It  was  then  that  the  blaaphcm- 
cus  prayer  arose  from  her  disappointed 
]>coplc — Gott  strafe  England.  Her  dream 
of   a    Germany      stretching     fiym      the 
Is'orth  Sea  to  the  Persian  Gulf,  and  in- 
cluding Egypt,  was  shattered  by  Britain 
at  the  Hues  Canal  and  In  Mesopotamia 
and    by    the   legions   of    Russia   on    the 
tiallclan    front.       The    seppelins     which 
were   to   punish   England   for  her  block- 
^.  .^B(ie  policy  and  lay  her  waste  by  a  hail 
"iii   Are, -Just   as    Sodom    ahd    Gomorrah 
wara   punished,   failed   utterly   to    fulfil 
the    eapecutlons    of    tb«ir.- Progenitors, 
^      And    then     came     the     U-boat   menace. 
That,    too.    Is    destined    to    fall,  .and    it 
seems  aa  If  hereafter,  now  that  military 
Jtussia  is   being  reborn.  Germany  must 
conflne    herself    to    defensive    warfare. 

The  great  strength  of  the  enemy  may 
■till   make  the  task  of  defeating  her  a 
lengthy    one    and    the    problem    of    the 
Allies   In  hastening  the  end  is  the  pro- 
vision   of    men,      munitions    and    ships. 
Time  has  remained  throughout  the  ally 
of  the  Entente  Powers  and  their  cause 
has    attracted,    one    after    another,    tho 
Neutral    nations     to     their  aide.       The 
tTnlted    Btataa,    tha    richest    and    moat 
powerful   of  all    tha   latter,   flni^lly    ac- 
cepted  the  challenge  to  democracy  and 
already    her   InBuanca   Is   making    itself 
felt   in   warring   Europe.

An  Inquiry  into  the  high  cost  of  liv- 
ing has  been  held  In  Manitoba,  and  it 
was  stated  there  was  very  little  inter- 
est shown  In  the  hearinga  before  the 
Commissioner.  Mr.  P.  A.  McDonald. 
The  flndings.  which  have  just  been  pub- 
lished, show  that  proftta  in  those  com- 
modities that  were  investigated  were 
exceedingly  reasonable,  the  condualon 
reached  being  that  the  responsibility 
could  not  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the 
dealer.  The  articles  covered  In  the  in- 
vestigation were  bread.  Hour,  grain., 
milk,  coal,  groceries,  meat,  canned  goods 
and  potatoes. 

As  far  as  bread  was  concerned,  the 
allegation  had  been  made  that  combina- 
tions existed  to  keep  up  the  prices, 
more  especially  of  rye  bread.  The  evi- 
dence showed  that  before  the  war  the 
mixture  of  flour  ^  required  for  making 
this    bread    cost    $6.03    per   barrel.       At 


anda  of  one  of  the  dormitories,  the  boys 
grouped  \round  him.

There  U  too  much  of  a  gap  between 
teacher  and  pupil;  the  latter  are  often 
misunderstood  and  their  sensibilities 
mada  to  suffer  unintentionally  simply 
from  a  lack  of  comprehension  in  the 
teacher.  Unless  there  be  a  bond  of 
sympathy  between  the  two.  very  little 
can  be  gleaned  from  any  lesson,  how- 
ever interesting  in  Itself.  On  tho  other 
hand,  much  that  makes  but  dry  reading 
la  a  text-book  can  be  vlUllaed  Into 
something  that  will  at  once  take  a  live 
hold  on  the  mind  of  a  child,  providing 
the  teacher  has  sufficient  Imagination 
and  interest  to  take  the  trouble. 

One  very  unusual  feature  of  Tagores 
school  is  the  Juvenile  court,  where  the 
boys  themselves  decide  on  the  punish- 
ment for  minor  offences  against  the 
laws  which  they  themselves  have  made. 
It  Is  by  means  of  thes»  courts  that  most 
of  the  discipline  of  the  school  is  main- 
tained.

In  1914  the  price  realized  per  loaf 
showed  that  the  baker's  profit  was 
about  V4-cent  per  loaf.  In  1916  the 
bakers  sold  the  loaf  >Os«iallze  6%  cents. 
The  Commissioner  polnteSKout  the  bre.'id 
was  actually  sold  at  a  Iom  of  .36  cents 
per  loaf  compared  with  tho  market 
price  of  flour,  tout  he  added  that  the 
bakers  may  not  have  been_  paying  the 
market  price. 

Coal  prices  were  also  Investigated, 
and  the  flndings  showed  that  the  aver- 
age proflt  to  the  retailer  p«r  ton  of  egg 
and  stove  coal  in  1914-1915  was  55 
cents,  while  on  nut  coal  the  proflt  was 
80  cents.  In  1915-1916  there  was  an 
actual  loss  of  30  cents  per,,  ton  on  egg 
and  stove  and  63  cents  per  ton  on  nut. 
In  the  Fall  of  1916  the  proflt  ranged 
from  29-60  cents  per  ton  on  stove  and 
egg  and  10-35  on  nut. 

Milk  showed  that  the  average  cost 
was  about  9.89  cents  per  quart,  while 
the  average  price  received  from  con- 
sumers was  9.92  cents  per  quart,  or  a 
small  fraction  of  a  cent  per  quart  for 
proflt.  So  It  ran  through  the  list  of 
articles  Investigated,  and,  according  to 
the  Commissioner,  in  no  case  did  the 
evidence  disclose  any  undue  proflt  to 
either  wholesaler  or  retailer.  It  Is  true 
Manitoba  may  be  fortunate  in  this  re- 
spect and  her  experience  may  not  apply 
to  other  Provinces.  But.  we  think,  the 
probabilities  are  that  wherever  through- 
out the  country  an  Investigation  is  held 
it  will  be  found  that  In  the  matter  of 
the  necessaries  of  life  the  proflts  are 
not  exhorbiunt.  Commissioner  Mc- 
Donald flnds  that  no  principle.^  othor 
than  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  had 
to  do  with  the  price  of  the  articles  un- 
der investigation  in  Manitoba.  In  no 
case  did  he  And  that  a  combination 
existed. 

The  absence  of  anything  sensational 
in  the  flndings  will  prove  disappointing 
to  all  who  believe  that  prices  are  raised 
and  kept  up  toy  manipulation.  The  in- 
qalry  went  to  show  that  the  high  eo«t 
of  living  Is  duo  m  great  part  to  politi- 
cal, commercial  and  economic  reasons 
which  are  worl«-wide  In  their  applica- 
tion and  are  caused  by  the  war.  There 
may  be  some  speclflc  Instances  where 
combines  exist,  but  competition  is  so 
keen  that  In  the  long  run  any  suchmer- 
gera  for  fleecing  the  public  must  defeat 
their  own  ends.  More  production, 
greater  conservation,  and  the  acquisi- 
tion of  frugal  habits  are  the  most  busi- 
nesa-llke  ways  of  combatting  the  high 
cost  of  living.

FUGHT  LIEUT.  BAYLIS 
LK  AMONG  GERINS 


Victoria  Aviator  Has  Not  Been 
Heard  of  Since  Malcing  De- 
scent Behind  Enenfiy  Lines 
— Prominent  as  Athlete 


On  the  evening  of  June  «  the  aero- 
plan*  oarrylnc  FliRht-Lleut  Charles 
Baylli,  of  Victoria,  and  hlir  pilot  was 
aeen  by  Brltleh  troops  to  land  behind 
the  lines  of  the  enemy.  Since  then 
nothing  has  been  heard  of  the  young 
officer,  and  llttl*  hope  is  now  held  out 
for  his  safety,  although  there  Is  still  a 
possibility  that  he  may  be  a  prisoner  of 
war. 

Notlflcation  to  this  effect  reached  Vic- 
toria yesterday  In  a  letter  from  Col.  J. 
Chlnnear,  O.C.  of  the  42nd  Squadron, 
II.F.C.,  to  one  of  the  missing  officer's 
sisters  In  England.  The  letter  was  for- 
warded to  Mr.  F.  W.  Baylis,  a  brother, 
who  lives  at  830  Robertson  Street  The 
father.  Regimental  8ergt.-Major  W.  Bay- 
lis, now  at  Seaford,  has  also  been  apf 
prised  9t  the  news. 

Col.  Chlnnear  writes:  "He  was  my 
most  valuable  officer,  and  I  am  proud 
to  say  a  personal  friend  of  my  own. 
>Ve  made  many  (lights  together,  and  I 
can  truthfully  say  I  have  never  known 
m  man  for  whom  I  had  so  great  an  ad- 
miration or  respect." 

Since  Joining  the  air  service  some  nine 
months  ago,  Lieut  Baylis  has  had  nu- 
merous Journeys,  once  having  his  pilot 
killed  by  a  German  bullet  &t  V  height 
of  C.OOO  feet  in  the  air.  Lieut  Baylis 
left  his  gun  and  volplaned  to  the  ground 
in  safety,  although  the  machine  had 
been  seriously  dam-aged  by  the  bullet 
which  accounted  for  the  pilot 

Limit.  Baylis,  wlm  was  bom  in  T>au- 
phln,  Man.,  made  his  home  in  VIotoira 
for  fifteen  years  before  going  overseas 
•■  a  member  of  the  2nd  Canadian  Mount- 
ed Rifles.  I!e  transferred  to  the  Me- 
chanical Transport  In  France,  and  subse- 
quently to  the  Royal  Flying  Corps.  Ife 
was  prominent  here  as  an  athlete  and 
was  for  years  a  member  of  the  James 
Bay  Athletle  Association.  Ills  father  Is 
an  old  soldier  of  the  Imperial  services, 
having  fought  in  Egypt

Many  of  Returned  Soldiers  In 
Latest  Party  Suffered  Same 
Experience  on  Western  Front 
— Sixty-Five  Come  West 


The  party  of  war  veterans  which 
reached  the  Coast  Tuesday  afternoon, 
eighteen  of  whom  came  over  to  Vic- 
toria yesterday,  was  the  largest  yet  to 
come  west  of  the  Rockies,  being  com- 
posed of  65  men. 

Representatives  of  all  parts  of  the 
Province  were  Included  in  the  party 
and  most  of  them  had  aeen  the  hardest 
of  service  on  the  Western  front,  a 
great  number,  through  singular  coin- 
clden<^,  having  been  wounded  through 
being  burled  by  German  high  explo- 
sive shells. 

Those  who  arrived  In  Victoria  yes- 
terday and  were  conveyed  to  the  mili- 
tary hospitals  at  Esquimau  and  Rest- 
haven  were  the  foUowfng:  Lieut.  Elder, 
Sergt.-Majors  Simpson  and  Brewer; 
Lte.-Cpls.  Orler,  Thompson  and  Dee  and 
Ptes.  Simpson,  Simmons,  Stafford, 
Smith,  Irons.  Macneal,  Ash.  Codd,  Han- 
aen.  TunnlcllfTe,  Orlffln  and  Glolma. 

Pte.  H.  Douglas,  who  remained  In 
Vancouver,  went  overseas  with  the  62nd 
Battalion  and  whll«  resting  with  four 
of  his  comrades  In  one  of  the  advanced 
trenches  a  "Coal  Box"  burst  in  front  of 
them,  threw  up  tons  of  earth  and  buried 
all  nve.  Pte.  Douglas  lay  in  a  cramped 
position,  his  head  on  his  chest,  strug- 
gling for  air,  until  Anally  dug  out.  Sev- 
eral  of  his  comrades  perished. 

Pte.  J.  Durkln.  who  lived  In  Portland 
before  the  war,  was  twice  burled  by 
shells  and  was  severely  wounded  last 
December  at   Ypres.

There  was  enough  air 
to  permit  of  his  staying  there  for  sev- 
eral hours  without  sufTerlng,  and  he 
finally  managed  to  dig  himself  out,  al- 
though the  unusual  exertion  and  nerve 
strain  which  the  adventure  caused  made 
him  a  fit  patient  for  a  French  hospital 
for  a  fortnight.  He  was  later  hit  In 
the  hip   and   spine. 

When  Pte.  E.  Radway,  of  the  Army 
Medical  Corps,  was  sitting  In  a  dug- 
behlnd  the  lines  a  shell  smashed  in  the 
roof  and  buried  him  under  the  debris 
until  he  was  Anally  rescued.

LABOR  MEN  STAND  BY 
ANMNSCRIPTION 


Trades  Council  Endorses  Ac- 
tion of  Representatives-  Be- 
fore Returned  Soldiers  — 
Plot  to  Enslave  Workers 


The  executive  of  the  Victoria  Trades 
and  Labor  Council  last  night  endorsed 
the  action  of  Its  representatives  when 
they  met  the  Great  War  Veterans  last 
week  and  refused  to  back  down  on  their 
antl-conscrlptlon  stand. 

Mr.  John  Day  wanted  another  meet- 
ing with  the  returned  soldiers  so  that 
a  common  understanding  might  be 
reached,  but  Mr.  A.  S.  Wells  protested 
against  this. 

"I  am  not  willing  to  meet  that  ex- 
ecutive of  the  returned  soldiers  any 
more,"  said  Mr.  Wells,  "but  I  am  will- 
ing to  meet  returned  soldiers  Individu- 
ally. I  believe  that  thoso  people 
tackled  the  case  In  a  manner  which  if 
put  up  to  the  returned  soldiers  them- 
selves would  have  resulted  in  It  being 
handled   in  a  different  way." 

Mr.  Wells  then  went  on  to  sive  his 
personal  opinion  as  to  conscription.  "If 
I  could  be  sure  that  there  would  be  no 
exploitation  of  the  working  people  after 
this  war  and  that  my  wife  and  chiliiren 
would  he  free  from  economic  bondage, 
I  would  be  willing  to  go  out  and  pay 
the  supreme  sacrifice  tomorrow  morn- 
ing," he  said.  "But  profit  today  Is  the 
god  of  this  country." 

Mr.  Ben  Simmons  declared  that  when 
he  went  to  the  meeting  with  the  return- 
ed soldiers  It  was  Immediately  evident 
to  him  that  the  soldiers  were  anxious 
to  pass  over  other  matters  that  were 
down  for  discussion  and  force  the  con- 
scription Issue.  Mr.  Simmons  went  on 
to  say,  however,  that  returned  soldiers 
freely  stated  to  him  after  the  meeting 
that  they  would  not  be  willing  to  re- 
turn to  the  front  themselves  under  the 
same  conditions  as  before.  ^ 

Continuing,  he  said  that  the  Borden 
Government  had  no  mandate  from  the 
people  to  "put  over  conscription."  He 
pointed  out  that  In  Australia  Premier 
Hughes  had  announced  that  he  was  not 
going  to  try  to  force  conscription  at 
this   time,  at  least. 

"The  whole  scheme  back  of  conscrip- 
tion in  this  country  Is  not  military,** 
continued  Mr.  Simmons,  "ft  Is  not  the 
military  end  that  worries  us  but  th« 
Industrial  end.  If  this  thing  goes 
through  now  it  Is  not  going  to  finish 
when  the  war  is  over,  not   by  a  Jugful. 

"As  for  population  we  (^utnumber  the 
Germans  thirty-five  to  sixteen,  not  !n- 
cludinc  the  United  States.  What  these 
fellows  like  Flumerfelt  here  want  Is  to 
settle  the  after-the-war  problem  to 
their  own  advantage.  They  have  irot 
Russia  before  ifhem.  Do  they  want  six 
hours   a   day?     No.     But    we   do." 

Mr.  Simmons  declared  that  one  object 
of  conscription  Is  to  pr^rent  strikes,  a« 
was  done  before  the  war,  when  Premier 
Briand,  to  solve  the  postal  strike  meb- 
lllxcd  the  postal  employees  and  then 
set  them  to  work  under  martial  law  on 
the  Jobs  which   th^y   had  qnlt. 

Mr.  John  Day  told  the  meeting  that 
he  thought  It  was  a  mistake  to  let  the 
public  believe  that  labor  wae  unalter- 
ably opposed  to  conscription  nnder  anr 
conditions  or  what  the  terms  were. 
He  went  on  to  nay.  howe*«er.  that  the 
Government  Is  making  a  great  mistake 
In  bringing  In  cohsrrlption  now  In 
▼lew  of  the  shortage  of  man-power  In 
all  the  es^*ntla1  Industries.  He  said 
that  there  Is  a  serious  shortage  of  labAr 
In  the  mines,  the  fartories  and  fields, 
work  wkicli  Is  as  imfNyrtaat  as  that 
betas  ^MM  1>  t3M\ti%achm.

As  LAbor  Day  waa  ordained  In  the 
beginning  aa  the  apecial  day  for  work- 
men to  do  what  they. want  with,  mem- 
bera  of  tha  executive  of  the  Victoria 
Tradea  and  Labor  Council  laat  night 
fJrned  down  the  proposal  of  the  Red 
Cross  that  the  LAbor  men  ahould  come 
la  under  that  organisation  and  play  up 
tbc  Red  Croaa  grand  fete  at  Beacon  bill 
on  that  day.  Mr.  J.  Howard  Chapman 
made  the  appeal  to  tha  labor  men  on 
behalf  of  the  Red  Cross. 

"This  la  a  stunt  1  don't  like,"  said 
Mr.  Ben  Simmons.  "These  people  must 
realize  that  thia  date  ia  I«abor  Day,  one 
day  in  the  year  set  apart  for  the  work- 
ing men.  The  Red  Croas  had  314  days 
a  year  on  which  to  hold  tag  daya  and 
such  things,  and  they  use  most  of  them, 
but  we  have  only  one  day.  We  also 
have  got  to  raise  money,  especially  at 
this  time,  aa  we  are  carrying  on  our 
books  men  of  our  organisation  who  are 
a^«ray." 

Mr.  Chapnuin  explained  that  the  Red 
Crcsa  waa  trying  to  get  the  co-opera- 
tion of  all  public  organixatlona  in  the 
Beacon  Hill  fete,  at  which  there  will 
be  sports,  games,  dances,  fireworks,  a 
military  demonstration,  a  beauty  ahow 
under  a  Mr.  Davles,  and  boiling  water 
free  of  cost  for  women  and  children.

Mayor  Todd  yesterday  ahot  a  tele- 
graro^  to  Toronto  challenging  the  sen- 
aatlonal  peaalmiams  about  Victoria 
made  public  In  The  Toronto  Newa  by 
Controller  Cameron,  of  Toronto,  who 
recently  visited  Victoria  and  was  shown 
around  by  civic  offlclals. 

The  statements  of  the  Toronto  con- 
troller were  so  startling  that  Mr.  Sy- 
denham Thompson,  of  that  city,  could 
not  rest  until  he  telegraphed  Mayor 
Todd  to  know  whether  they  were  true. 
Mr.  Thompson  telegraphed  that  Con- 
troller Cameron  stated  that  Victoria 
ratepayers  absohttely  refuse  to  meet 
their  obligations  to  the  city  treasurer, 
aa  a  result  of  which  civic  works  of  all 
kinds  have  been  stopped,  many  officials 
dismissed  and  those  that  remain  are  on 
reduced  salaries  and  blue  ruin  pervading 
everything  here. 

This  is  what  the  Mayor  replied: 

"SUtements  you  attribute  to  Control- 
ler Cameron  are  false,  as  you  state 
them,  and  require  wide  quallflc»*lon. 
Victoria  ratepayers  are  very  loyal  to 
their  city  and  cerfclnly  do  not  refuse 
to  pay  their  taxea,  though  it  is  true 
that  some  are  unable  to  do  so  for  the 
reason  that  British  Columbia  and  par- 
ticularly the  Coast  cities  have  suffered 
more  through  conditions  caused  by  the 
war  than  any  other  portion  of  Can- 
ada, something  for  which  British  Co- 
lumbia is  in  no  way  responsible. 

"Victoria  civic  Institutions  and  de- 
partmenta  are  being  properly  main- 
tained and  some,  such  as  schools,  fire, 
water,  hearth  and  streets  departments 
are  in  a  very  high  state  of  efficiency. 
Victoria  has  a  complete  permanent 
staff  of  officials  and  though  salaries 
have  been  reduced,  yet  probably  still 
they  average  higher  than  other  Can- 
adian or  United  States  cities  of  the 
same  size. 

"Sinc^  the  start  of  the  war  large 
municipal  waterworks  undertakings  and 
larse  main  sewers  have  been  completed, 
also  considerable  street  paving.  The 
officials  that  have  been  dismissed  were 
all  in  connection  with  these  special 
works,  as  upon  tho  work  being  com- 
pleted the  extra  staff  was  no  longer  re- 
quired." 

The  Mayor  asks  Mr.  Thompson  to 
send  a  copy  of  his  reply  to  The  Toron- 
to News  and  other  newspapers  that 
have  referred  to  the  subject.  The 
Mayor  was  chagrined  at  the  action  of 
Controller  Cameron  aa  he  was  Intro- 
duced here  by  letters  of  recommenda- 
tion   from    Mayor    Church,    of    Toronto. 

The  attack  of  Controller  Cameron,  it 
was  explained  yesterday,  is  probably 
the  most  daring  of  its  kind  that  has 
been  made  since  Mr.  Home  Payne,  of 
the  B.  C.  Electric  went  home  to  Eng- 
land several  years  ago  and  announced 
that   things  were   hopeless  here.

That  the  Great  War  Veteran's'  Asso- 
elation  haa  no  idea  of  working  against 
anw  other  body  of  men  in  the  city  or 
country,  was  the  strong  assertion  nwide 
by  Sergt  Richard  Pearce,  D.  H.  C.  In 
the  oourae  of  a  most  interesting  and 
thoroughly  appreciated  address  de- 
livered before  the  Municipal  Chapter, 
1.  O.  D.  K.,  yesterday  afternoon. 

The  speaker  also  advocated  very 
atrongly  the  Prohibition  measure,  de- 
claring that  liquor  had  a  pernicious  In- 
fluence on  the  constitutions  and  nerves 
of  returned  soldiers,  many  of  whom 
were  in  no  fit  condition  to  Inblbc  al- 
cohol. 

After  outlining  the  alms  and  neces- 
sities for  the  organization  of  the  Great 
War  Veterans'  Association'  throughout 
Canada,  Sergt.  Pearre  laid  before  the 
meeting  the  suggestion  that  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Kmpire  in  Victoria  co-oper- 
ate' with  other  wofnen's  orRanlsatlon» 
In  forming  a  Women's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Great  War  Veteran's  Association,  as  al- 
ready exists  in  several  other  Canadian 
cities.  He  claimed  that  such  un  %or- 
ganlzation  would  be  a  great  help  to  the 
men  returning  wounded  and  weakened 
in  the  big  conflict,  to  find  friends  and 
comfortable  quarters  awaiting  them  anrt 
offers  of  employment  when  fully  re- 
stored to  lutural  health.  He  urxed  that 
the  I.  O.  D.  10.  would  give  the  matter  its 
earnest  consideration.

B.C.ER.WEINGTOSELL 
.  TO  CITY,.IS  RPRT 

Aldermen  Debate  "Municlpaliza- 
llon  of  Local  Street  Railway 
System — Civic  Power  Plant 
Also  Proposed 


Officials  of  the  B.  C.  Electric  Railway 
Co.  have  been  negotiating  with  civic  of- 
ficials here  to  discover  whether  there 
are  any  terms  on  which  Victoria  will 
buy  out  the  local  street  railway  system, 
it  waa  learned  at  the  City  Hall  yester- 
day. This  move  on  the  part  of  the 
company  coming  after  their  expreaalon 
of  dissatisfaction  with  condltiona  at  the 
time  of  the  strike,  brought  the  alder- 
men around  to  consider  the  munlcipali- 
satlon  of  the  system.  Consideration  is 
proceeding   in   secret   sessions. 

The  amount  which  the  B.  C.  Klectrlo 
Is  willing  to  take  for  the  local  llnesr 
could  not  be  ascertained  yesterday.  It 
was  definitely  stated,  however,  that  the 
city  would  on  no  account  consider  ex- 
propriation of  the  company's  propertiea. 

General  Manager  Kidd  of  the  B.  C.  El 
R.  has  offered  to  dispose  of  the  entire 
holdlnf^s  of  the  company  on  the  Lower 
Mainland  Yor  130,000.000  In  either  city 
or  Provincial  government  bonds.  Of 
the  total  amount  125,000.000  would  bear 
Interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  and 
the  balance  of  $5,000,000  would  be  non- 
Interest  bearing  for  five  years  subse- 
quent to  the  purchase  of  the  system. 

The  proposal  of  the  company  Is  that 
the  three'  cities  of  Vancouver,  Victoria 
and  New  A.'estmlnster  should  take  over 
the  lines  within  their  boundaries  and 
operate  them  by  current  from  the  gov- 
ernment-controlled power  plants.  Spec- 
ial legislation  would  be  required  to  en- 
able the  cities  to  operate  the  lines 
under   the   plans  proposed. 

Some  of  the  Victoria  aldermen  believe 
that  municipal  ownersirtp-of  the  street 
railway  would  be  a  good  thing  at  this 
time  aa  they  say  the  city  would  stand 
a  chance  of  deriving  revenue  from  It. 
They  point  out  that  the  municipal  street 
car  systems  of  several  cities  of  Western 
Canada  are  producing  large  dividends 
for  the  city  treasuries. 

The  whole  question  may  not  be  con- 
sidered openly  by  the  Victoria  council 
for  same  4lme,  or  until  possibly  Vancou- 
ver makes  some  definite  move. 

Yesterday  the  alderrhen  in  another 
secret  session  took  up  the  question  of 
the  construction  and  operation  of  a 
municipal  electric  light  and  power  plant, 
deriving  the  power  from  the  municipal 
watershed  at  Sooke.  This  was  sug- 
gested some  time  ago  when  the  alze  of 
the  bills  which  the  city  Is  paying  the 
B.  C.  Klectric  for  municipal  lighting 
and  power  service  was  brought  out. 

The  report  produced  by  Comptroller 
Raymur  last  February  dealing  with  the 
proposal  was  considered  yesterday  but 
no  decision  was  arrived  at.  The  comp- 
troller reported  that  it  would  take  a 
large  investment  on  the  part  of  the 
city  to  develop  these  power  sourcea  and 
then  they  would  be  only  very  limited. 
The  aldermen  decided  that  "go  alow" 
eliould  be  their  motto  in  the  matter. 

The  possi^lity  of  setting  a  clteaper 
service  rate  from  the  B.  C.  Klectric  for 
lighting  and  power   was  also  discussed.

Delay  in  the  settlement  of  injury 
claims  and  failure  to  even  unsa'er  let- 
ters from  Injured  men,  last  night  called 
down  upon  the  heads  of  officials  In 
chargs  of  the  admli||8tration  of  the 
Workmen's  CompeAsltlon  Act  in  this 
city  and  other  parts  of  the  Province 
the  denunclat'lon  of  the  executive  of  tho 
Victoria  Trades  and  Labor  Council. 
The  executive  decided  that  something 
has  to  be  done  at  once  to  "Jog  up" 
the  commission. 

Mr.  Ben  mmnions  said  it  was  a  com- 
mon occurrence  in  VlctOfW  that  men 
are  not  having  their  claims  settled. 
He  pointed  out  one  man  at  the  meeting 
who  has  benn  back  at  work  for  twu 
months  after  recovering  from  his  In- 
Jury  and  not  yet  has  he  got  any  com- 
pensation or  any  Indication  that  any 
compensation-  Is  on  its  way.  This  man 
added  that  his  letter  of  application  had 
never    been   answered. 

"It  Is  pretty  near  time  something  was 
doing  around  this  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation .oftice,  when  It  Is  realised  that 
the  Act  has  been  in  operation  for  six 
months,"  said  Mr.  tslmmons.  "If  these 
oAlolals  are  going  to  do  anything,  It  Is 
pretty  near  time  they  were  getting 
down  to  it.  They  hsve  got  to  be 
'Jogged    up'   a   bit." 

He  also  declared  that  employers  are 
illegally    falling   to   send    In   reports. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Wells  asserted  that  there 
Is  much  deception  being  practiced  on 
the  men.  They  are  led  t^  believe  that 
they  can  gu  only  to  the  doctors  their 
employers  specify,  whereas  ttie  Act  per- 
mits a  man  to  go  to  any  doctor  he  de- 
sires. He  said  tho  doctors  ware  largely 
to  blame  for  conditions,  and  declared 
that  they  had  an  air-tight  closed  shop. 
He  also  said  that  there  has  been  a 
failure  on  the  part  of  employers  here 
to  Install  the  necessary  safety  devices.

TIDES  AT  VICTORIA 


JULY.    1017. 
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THE  TIME  BALL 
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"Uncle  Jake"  Harding,  Known 
Throughout  This  Province 
and  Washington,  Served  on 
Crack  Liners IVIany  Years  Ago 


One  of  the  pioneer  steamboat  men  of 
Victoria  and  the  Pactnc  Coast,  whosa 
home  Is  now  In  Bow.  Wssb.,  la  at 
present  a  visitor  in  Victoria.  Widely 
a'nd  familiarly  known  as  "Unci*  Jaks" 
Harding,  his  right  name  being  Jacob, 
this  pioneer  of  nearly  sixty  years  Is 
one  of  the  most  entertaining  and  In- 
teresting narrators  of  Coast  history 
one  would  wish  to  meet. 

Ha  was  bom  at  Manchsstar,  Easland, 
on  February  38,  18Sa.  His  father. 
Henry  Harding,  was  English  and  his 
mother,  Sarah  (Pinn)  Harding  waa 
Irish.  He  landed  in  VlctorU  In  IMfl. 
and  for  yeara  waa  engaged  on- various 
steamers  plying  in  and  out  of  Victoria, 
most  of  his  time  being  spent  on  the 
old  side-wheel  steamer  Isat>el  operat- 
ing between  Port  Townsend  and  Vic- 
toria In   the  passenger  trade. 

He  also  served  on  the  steamers  North 
Pacific  4nd  the  George  C  Starr,  welt- 
known  passenger  steamera  which  were 
looked  upon  as  crack  liners  forty  years 
ago,  when  running  to  Victoria  from 
Puget  Sound.  They  were  also  side- 
wheelers.  He  remembers  well  ths  en- 
tire fleet  of  vessels  plying  In  early 
days  between  Victoria  and  the  various 
Pacific  Coast  ports,  recalling  each  by 
name,  with  their  skippers  and  In  what 
service  they  were  employed. 
Ooss  to  ■•attfs 

Mr.  Harding  now  maices  his  home 
at  Bow,  Skagit  County.  Washington, 
and  he  crossed  over  the  straits  and 
was  working  in  Seattle  when  President 
Lincoln  was  killed  in  '65.  He  and  his 
fiddle  constituted  the  only  orchestra  at 
the  flraX  dance  of  white  people  in  the 
village  of  Seattle.  For  years  he  was  in 
great  demand  for  dances  by  both  the 
white  people  and  Indians  and  be  esti- 
mates that  he  earned  as  much  as  |10,- 
000  with  his  nddle. 

He  holds  the  unusual  honor  of  being 
made  a  life  guest  of  the  Orand  Lodge 
of  Washington,  I.O.O.K,  Mr.  Harding 
has  been  tramping  the  Northern  woods 
for  thirty  years  with  his  flddle  and  his 
cheery  smile  and  is  welcomed  In  many 
an  out-of-the-way  places  where  his 
roving  nature  and  love  of  a  rather 
rough  life   leads  him. 

Although  going  on  for  eighty-live 
years  of  age,  Mr.  Harding  is  hale  and 
hearty  and  Is  as  active  as  the  prorer- 
bial  cricket.  H«  came  up  from  Seattle 
on  the  C.  P.  R.  steamer  Princess  Vie- 
toria  and  has  been  looking  up  his 
numerous  islends  here  for  the  past 
few  days,  entertaining  them  with 
Scotch  and  Irish  songs.  Yesterday  he 
was  visiting  his  old  friend  Mr.  Hux- 
table  and  treated  him  to  selections 
from  "The  Caliph  Of  Baghdad"  on  his 
violin.  He  has  been  visiting  on  the 
Mainland  at  Vancouver  and  as  far  up 
the  Kraser  as  Chllllwack.  He  will  re- 
main in  Victoria  for  two  or  three  days 
before  leaving  for  his  home  in  Skatlt 
County.

Head  of  Kobe  SliipbiJilding 
Plant  Seeks  $200,000,000 
Ship  Orders  in  London  —  Is 
Wonderful  Concern 


Not  only  Is  Japan  li^creaslng  its  mer- 
chant fleet  with  all  posalble  speed,  but 
ahe  is  Introducing  every  new  feature 
of  European  shipping.  The  Kawasaki 
Dockyard  Company,  of  Kobe,  Japan,  has 
agents  the  world  over  buying  new  pat- 
ents and  arranging  for  licences  for 
building  new  machinery,  and  this  com- 
pany has  now  acquired  Japanese  rights 
for  buildin|(  electric  propelling  ma- 
chinery, which  system  was  lately 
adopted'  by  the  United  States  navy  to 
a  considerable   extent. 

The  Kawasaki  companJ^  will  com- 
mence building  stilps  wiOi  this  new 
gearing  next  year.  Speaking  of  the 
wonderful  shipbuilding  activity  In  thlH 
yard  and  the  modern  methods  adopted, 
both  In  matters  of  business  manage- 
ment and  style  of  ship  construction, 
T.  Imoto,  United  States  representative 
of  the  company,   said: 

"Our  president.  KoJIro  Matsokata,  Is 
a  Tala  man  who,  on  returning  to  Ja- 
pan, applied  American  Ideas  in  his 
business.  He  is  now  in  London  and 
will  not  return  until  he  has  booked  or- 
ders for  ships  to  yield  over  $200,000,- 
000.  In  Japan  he  Is  said  to  be  the 
Napoleon  of  shipping,  from  his  activity 
and  enterprise.  In  1916  he  began  to 
build  standardised  ships  of  3,000  tons, 
7.600  tons  and  10,000  tons  deadweight. 
He  bought  material  for  85  ahips.  In 
1916-'18  we  built  two  steamera  of  9,000 
tons,  aix  of  10,000  tons,  one  of  12,000 
tons,  one  of  6,000  tons,  two  of  3,000 
tons  and  one  of  SJ^ao  tons  for  the 
Osaka  Shosen  Kaisha  and  the  Nippon 
Tusen  Kaisha.  From  surplus  material 
bought  for.  these  ships  we  built  a 
steamer  which  yielded  a  profit  of  $20,- 
000.  This  steamer  was  called  a  'scrub,' 
having  been  built  almost  from  waste 
material.

"In  February  we  sold  London  ship- 
owners one  steamer  of  12,000  tons,  two 
of  10,000  tons  and  four  of  I>,000  tons 
at  1300  a  ton.  We  are  now  quoting  in 
I.iOndon  $336  a  ton.  The  pre-war  price 
waa   from   $45   to   $60   a   ton. 

"We  represent  the  Bethleham  Steel 
Corporation,  through  our  president.  We 
build  turbines  under  Curtia  licences 
and  have  the  rights  for  efectrlc  pro- 
pelling machinery.  We  are  building 
two  French  destroyers,  two  Japanese 
submarines  and  one  31,000-ton  .Tapanese 
battleship.  We  have  eight  merchant 
steamers  almost  completed.  Our  12- 
knot  steamers  have  super-heaters  which 
give  a  low  consumption  of  about  20 
tons  a  day.  Jai^anese  warships  are 
convertible  from  coal  to  oil  burners. 
Most  of  our  material  comes  from  the 
United  States,  and  we  bought  well 
ahead,  but  In  recent  months  we  have 
placed  orders  with  United  States  Steel 
Corporation.  Bethlehem  Steel  Corpora- 
tion and  other  milts  for  100,000  tons  of 
steel. 

W  labor  TronMsa 

"We  have  no  labor  troubles,  as  we 
permanently  keep  26,000  men.  We  do 
not  have  to  lay  oft  men  in  dull  times, 
so  do  not  have  to  look  for  men  In  times 
of  sudden  activity.  In  December  last, 
we  gave  every  man  a  four  months' 
bonu^.  This  June  we  are  fiving  a  six 
monihn'  wage  bonus.  Our  stock  pays 
8  per  cent  in  spite  of  those  big  ex- 
penses. 

"We  build  about  76  per  cent  of  tha 
Japanese  railroad  locomotives  and  op- 
erate a  steamship  line.  When  the  ship- 
yards are  dull,  we  build  'stock'  steam- 
ers, which  we  operate  as  a  steamship 
line  until  we  get  a  purchaser  for  the 
ahlpa.  Wa  have  to  keep-  a  permanent 
atalt  of  captalna  for  trial  trips,  so  there 
Is  little  additional  expenses  in  running 
ships.  ^ 

"The  Japanese  Oovernment  qntil  re- 
cently eaeouragad  shipbuilding  by  a 
subsidy  af  from  $4  to  $3  a  ton  on  every 
merchant  ship  built  in  Japan,  and.  by 
a  tariff  on  steamers  built  outaide  Ja- 
paa  for  Japanese  owners."

Some  business  has  been  boojted  for  de- 
livery in  the  early  itart  of  1918.  more 
than  seven  months  ahead,  at  around  18o 
a  pound.  Export  demand  is  again  in 
evidence,  but  at  slightly  balow  current 
quotations. 

One  big  seller  announces  a  substantial 
aale  of  September-October  meUl  at 
2e%c  a  pound,  while  another  booked  an 
order  for  600,000  pounds  at  38c.  Lead- 
ing producera  are  quoting  September 
at  SO^c  to  30  Vic  and  the  laat  quarter 
at  30c.  Independents  are  offering  Au- 
gui|  at  31c  to  31  Vic  September  at  30c 
and   the  laat  quarter  at     29V4c. 

There  Is  little  demand  for  nearby 
metal,  and  nominal  prices  of  33 Ho  to 
33c  are  quoted  fdr  June.  July  Is  held 
by  small  dealers  at  ^IHc  to  S2e. 

Although  consumers  are  withholding 
commitments,  waiting  for  something  de- 
iflnite  as  to  the  Oovernment's  require- 
mentSj  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion 
in  the  trade  that  whatever  pries  is 
fixed  will  be  followed  by  an  influx  of 
buying  orders,  teepecially  from  domestic 
sources  covering  all  available  metal  for 
delivery  this  year.  Negotiations  be- 
tween the  National  sub-committee  on 
copper  and  representatives  of  the  big 
producers  are   now   going   on.

"We  expect  lo  reach 
ore  ip  the  Cromwell  by  an  advance  of 
50  feet  or  less.  The  Wagner  has  what 
we  regard  as  the  largest  silver-lead 
showing  of  any  undeveloped  property  in 
British  (^lumbla.  A  trail  to  the  mines 
is  being  built  up  Haley  Creek,  12 
miles.  The  distance  will  be  half  that 
of  the  old  trail  by  way  of  Ferguson. 
Ore  bodies  have  been  Opened  at  a  depth 
of  1,330  feet  below  the  outcrop  in  the 
Silver  Cup,  thus  proving  the  continuity 
of  the  ore  bodies  of  the  district  Into 
great  depth.  The  showlng^of  the 
Cromwell  is'  similar  to  that^of  the 
Silver  Cup,  but  abojit  five  times  greater. 
Considerable  interest  has  been  evinepd 
in  the  Lardeau  district  recently.  An- 
other party  left  this  city  ten  daJP^agd^ 
to  start  operations  on  the  Yuill  property 
which  Is  In  the  same  region  as  ^he 
Sliver  Cup,  Triune.  and  Nettle  L. 
mines.

Sug- 
gestions should  be  in  order  and  methods 
adopted  whereby  loss  of  life  under  such 
circumstances  would  ba  comparatively 
nil. 

If  you  will  permit  me  the  space  I 
might  suggest  an  alarm  system  which 
would  be  slmtHs  and  Inaspensiva  aad 
I  have  raaaoo  to  beliava  would  viva 
•■vtty  satiafaetion. 

By  placing  a  whistle  in  the  undar 
ground  workings  to  be  operated  by  air 
would  seem  to  me  to  ba  a  very  efDctent 
method  of  warning  men  of  danger  at 
hand.  This  "fog  horn,"  set  at  a  given 
pressure,  could  be  controlled  from  the 
compressor  room  by  raising  the  air 
pressure  in  the  pipe  line  and  made  to 
work  intermittently,  thus  varying  the 
pressure  at  the  machines  which  would 
be  noticed  by  the  men  should  the  ma- 
chine be  running  and  making  a  noise. 
The  men  would  soon  realise  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  machine  that  something  un- 
usual had  tAen  place  and  incidentally 
stop  to  Investigate,  the  horn  directing 
them  to  the  telephone.  If  used,  or  flash 
signal  as  the  case  might  be.  At  any 
rate,  the  noise  would  put  everybody  on 
kuard.  and  reacue  work  would  be  great- 
ly faclllUted. 

Tke  Xaho   Mlaa,   STaar  ailTertoa 

Last  week  The  Nelson  Dally  Newa 
published  the  following  account  of  the 
Echo  mine,  a  promising  property  ad- 
joining the  Standard  group  on  the  north, 
and  being  developed  by  Spokane  men: 

Camp  buildings  to  accommodate  sixty 
men  are  being  constructed  at  the  Echo 
mine,  two  miles  from  Sllverton,  and  it 
is  proposed  to  increase  the  working 
force  to  approximately  this  number  of 
men  and  to  accelerate  development 
work,  states  Mr.  J.  H.  Thompson,  man- 
ager of  the  mine,  when  In  Nelson  on  his 
return  from  a  visit  to  the  Fort  Steele 
district.  Eighteen  men  are  now  em- 
ployed. Work  on  No.  5  tunnel  is  to  be 
commenced.  Il  will  be  a  continuation 
of  the  Alpha  tunnel  of  the  Standard 
mine,  which  runs  600  feet  from  the  i>or- 
tal  to  the  Echo  lines.  Development  by 
the  Echo  people  will  be  taken  up  at 
this  jiotnt.  Mr.  Thompson  estimates 
that  it  will  be  neceaaary  to  drive  an- 
other 200  feet  to  reach  the  first  ore 
body  that  has  been  opened  up  above  in 
the  Echo  tunnels.  Another  400  feet  be- 
yond should  carry  the  tunnel  Into  the 
second  ore  body  that  has  been  exposed 
in  the  upper  workings. 

The  value  In  the  first  shoot  runs 
about  150  ounces  in  silver  and  72  per 
cent  lead,  while  the  second  shoot  runs 
about  80  ounces  in  silver  and  74  par 
cent  lead,  said  Mr.  Thompson. 

No.  1  shoot,  that  nearest  the  portal 
of  the  tunnel.  Is  from  5  to  17  feet  in 
width.  In  the  upper  level  the  tunnel 
Is  JuBt  getting  into  the  No.  '2  ore  body 
and  so  far  It  has  opened  a  width  of  30 
Inches,  but  is  getting  wider,  according 
to  a  telegram  Mr.  Thompson  received 
from  the  foreman  at  the  mine. 

From  No.  4  level  upward  the  value  of 
the  orte  in  the  first  body  is  estimated 
at  $1,000,000,  said  Mr.  Thompson,  who 
remarked  however  that  the  best  time  to 
estimate  the  value  of  ore  was  after  it 
had  been  mined. 

So  far  not  a  pound  of  ore  has  been 
stoped;  that  which  has  been  taken  out 
has  come  from  development  work  only. 

No.  2  shoot  was  struck  1,200  feet 
from  the  portal  of  No.  4  tunnel.  No.  3 
tunnel  Is  In  more  than  1,000  feet,  and 
has  reached  the  top  of  the  second 
shoot. 

No.  1  %hoot  was  struck  660  feet  from* 
the  portal  of  No.  3  tunnel,  and  700  feat 
from  the  Portal  in  No.  4  tunnel. 

Mr.  Thompson  believes  that  the  Ek:ho 
will  develop  into  another  Standard, 
which  It  adjoins.  The  Echo  ore  lies  In 
great  sones  similar  to  those  of  the 
Standard. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  an  arrange- 
ment may  soon  be  made  under  which 
the  Echo  mine  will  secure  power  from 
the  Standard ~po\^r  plant.  Up  to  this 
time  all  the  Echo  work  has  been  car- 
ried out  by  hand  drill.

"The  health  of  the  school:  I  am  more 
than  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  the 
health  of  the  school  during  the  last 
year  has  been  very  satisfactory,  espe- 
cially when  we  remember  that  practic- 
ally all  the  schools  of  Victoria  had  to 
suffer  during  the  recent  epidemic  of 
measles  while  we  passed  through  the 
epidemic  time  without  a  case.
